Security Siren/Strobe Light 

Your Radio Shack Security Siren/Strobe Light is designed 
to connect to your existing security system. If the security 
system is triggered, the siren’s eye-catching duai strobe 
iight fiashes and a powerfui 1 1 5 dB siren sounds to attract 
attention to your home. 

The siren is easy to instaii indoors or outdoors (in areas 
protected from rain and snow, such as under an eave or 
on a porch), and its compact, sturdy high-impact poiycar- 
bonate housing protects it from the eiements. 


INSTALLATION 

Before instaiiing your Security Siren/Strobe Light, check 
that your aiarm system’s siren output is capabie of suppiy- 
ing the 600 mA required by the siren and strobe iight. 

Caution; Your aiarm couid be damaged or faii to function 
correctiy if its siren output is overioaded. 

Seiect a iocation where: 

• The siren is audibie and the strobe is visibie from out- 
side your home 

• The siren is high enough (6 to 10 feet) to be out of 
reach, and is not directiy exposed to precipitation or 
temperature extremes, such as on a covered porch or 
under an eave 

• You can properiy route the positive and negative wires 
from your controi center to this iocation (your iocai 
Radio Shack store carries the necessary wire for rout- 
ing from your controi center to the siren ) 

Caution; Be sure you can driii hoies in the waii at the 
mounting iocation without striking eiectricai wires or water 
pipes. 


Foiiow these steps to instaii the siren. 


1. Using the siren’s case as a tempiate, mark the ioca- 
tions of the two screw hoies. 

2. Driii two Yi6-inch hoies in the marked iocations. 

3. Driii another hoie Yi6-inch in diameter, about V 2 inch to 
the right of the iower screw hoie, to aiiow you to route 
the siren’s biack and red wires into the waii or eave. 

4. Route the positive and negative wires from your controi 
center through the hoie you driiied in Step 3 so they 
extend to the siren's mounting iocation. 

5. Use a wire connector (such as Radio Shack Cat. No. 
64-3057, not suppiied) to connect the siren's biack 
(negative) wire to your aiarm system's negative wire. 

6. Use another wire connector to connect the siren's red 
(positive) wire to your aiarm system's positive wire. 

7. Once the wires are connected, gentiy push them back 
into the hoie you driiied in Step 3. 

8. Position the siren so Tup on the back of its case is 
upright. 

9. Insert the two supplied stainless steel screws into the 
holes you drilled in Step 2. Tighten the screws.
